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First in Florida! SkyBeacon - 2 StratoCam

'StratoNet Florida will launch a high altitude amateur radio 
equipped balloon from the Deland Municipal Airport (Florida) on 
September 15, 1990 at 1400 UTC (1000 EDT). 

SkyBeacon-2 is the redesigned version of the failed SkyBea- 
con-1 effort of July 15, 1990, where the balloon itself malfunctioned 
several minutes after launch. 

Instead of transmitting color graphics screens on fast scan 
ATV, SkyBeacon-2 will be equipped with a StratoCam package. 
This black and white television camera will transmit live video 
from SkyBeacon-2 throughout the flight on 434.000 MHz. The 
FSATV transmitter will be running one-watt with vertical 
polarization. 

C.W. I.D. (K4BV/BALLOON) and flight performance 
telemetry will be continuously transmitted on 144.340 MHz. F.M. 
using one-watt into a vertically polarized antenna system. 
Altitude, electronics compartment temperature, outside air 
temperature and battery voltage, will be transmitted in the form 
of sequenced audio tones that will be received and decoded by 
ground computers. 

If all performs as planned, SkyBeacon-2 will reach its target 
altitude of 90,000 feet within 1.5 hours of flight time. The balloon 
parachutes back to earth. Recovery teams using air, fixed and 
mobile tracking equipment will then attempt to recover the 
package. 

At maximum altitude ground stations should be able to receive 
signals out to 500 miles from SkyBeacon-2 using a minimal 
receiver and antenna. SkyBeacon-2 television can be received on 
cable-ready channel 59if anexternalantennaisused. _ 

StratoNet control, KB4T, will be in operation on 7.155 MHz LSB 
beginning at 1200 UTC (0800 EDT) retransmitting Mission Select 
Audio and providing mission commentary throughout the flight.

The Polk County Civil Defense Amateur~Communications 
Society Public Service Club, ‘‘The Polk Ham Club,”’ set up and 
operated its amateur radio station, W4TJM, at the Lakeland, 
Florida airport, April 8-14, 1990. 

A message center was set up and two mobile communications 
vans were used to send free messages as a public service for the 
many visitors of the Experimental Aircraft Assoeiation Sun ’n 
Fun Fly-In. Messages distribution was handled through the 
National Traffic System as sponsored by the American Radio 
Relay League, Inc. 

A total of 876 visitors signed the guest register at the message 
center, 326 of these were licensed amateur radio operators. A 
total of 1,362 messages were sent to 48 states and seven countries. 
Thirty-seven messages were returned undeliverable, unable to 
locate addressee by address or telephone number. 

Seven staff members and 31 workers worked a total of 1,263 
hours. The message and communications center was operated by 
members of the Polk Ham Club and ham volunteers from Polk - 
County and adjacent areas. Many of the volunteers hold multiple 
memberships in other organizations, such as the Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service, Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service, 
the National Traffic System and other public service 
organizations. 

Directions and talk-in information was supplied through the 
Rich Rexroad Repeater, N4KEG, 147.195 and the Lakeland 
Repeater, 146.685. Forty-nine contacts made with people 
requesting directions to the site.
